The pebble tool presents one 
of the biggest mysteries to face 
archaeologists today and it is 
hoped that the site in Franklin 
County will shed more light 
on the subject. The question 
they hope to answer is who 
made and how they used these 
earliest tools of mankind in 
Alabama and elsewhere in the 
western world, One type of the 
pebble tool is known to resi- 
dents as ‘farrow heads,’’ Along 
with these are hand size stones 
that are oval, usually fit the 
hand and have an extremely 
Sharp edge. It was once thought 
that these tool s must have been 
chipped by natural forces, such 
as bounced around in streams, 
because men weren’t supposed 
to have migrated to this part 
of the world until a few hundred 
years ago. 

These archaeoligists state 
that science and man could be 
greatly helped by people who 
know of any possible sites to 
notify the University of Ala- 
bama Archaeological Society. 
The prospective sites must not 
be disturbed or their value may 
be destroyed, they state. In 
order for the site to be pro- 
ductive the pebble tools must 
be found in the earth that can 
be dated by modren laborator- 
ies such as a bone or some- 
thing that was once living. This 
is the main reason that sites 
must not be disturbed by any- 
one other than anarchaeoligist, 

Possible sites canbe located 
oy the fragments on the top 
of the ‘ground such as arrow- 
heads, bits of clay pottery, or 
Soapstone bowls, flintchips or 
the pebble tools,

moved from room temper- 
ature. 

Put the salad in shallow 
pans or dishes so that it 
will cool rapidly. Don’t

Children undergoing 
surgery may benefit if their 
mothers are permitted to 
be present when the young- 
sters are being anesthe- 
tized, This is one conclu- 
sion of a study by Drs, 
Jerome [L, Schulman and 
David Allan of Children’ 
Memorial Hospital. Dr, 
Schulman heads the hos- 
pital’s Division of Child 
Psychiatry and Dr. Allan 
is Director of Anesthesio- 
logy and Respiratory Ther- 
apy. 

A group of 32 children 
between the ages of 2 and 
6 were about to have their 
tonsils removed, Half the 
group were separated from 
their parents before an- 
esthesia was begun, The 
other half were accompan- 
ied to the anesthesia in- 
duction room by their mo- 
sides. The doctors found 
that the accompanied child- 


ren seemed less upset by j 


the procedure than the un- 
accompanied ones, and had 
fewer difficulties in the 
thers who remained at their 
post-operative period. 
Although warned that 
sometimes youngsters 
fight being anesthetized and 
might have to be restrain- 
ed, and that they would have 
to leave in the event of 
an emergency, no mother 
turned down an opportunity 
to remain with her child, 
No mother upset either her 
child or the anesthetist.

What the con- 
sumer ads, and that of course 
includes all of us, is a free mar- 
ket economy wherein the exercise 
of our choices regarding what we 
will purchase determines what 
will be offered and the price that 
will be charged for it. 

We do not need to worry about 
monopoly as we now have a wide 
choice in the kind of homes in 
which we choose to live, the kind 
and the quality of clothing we 
wish to wear, whether wool, cot- 
ton, silk or synthetic fibers of 
great variety, and in a bewilder- 
ing choice of foodstuffs oTeyred 
freely in our abundant markets. 

If one item is too high, we can 
bring the price down simply by 
not purchasing it. If it is some- 
thing we very much enjoy we 
can create an abundance of it 
simply by purchasing more of it. 
If one firm offers shoddy goods 
the people will soon find it out 
and stop buying it. All the 
schemes government can devise 
for protecting the consumer will 
not compare with his ability to 
protect himself in the free mar- 
ket.
